Buckley street, 
ernments of this state and nation ought to be overthrown 
by violence. 
It's as simple as that. The spokesmen for this group 
say any such promise would interfere with freedom of 
thought and freedom of speech. Of course it would— for 
those who want to preach Communism; not for those who 
believe in and support our form of government. 
Most of the other issues are trash. For example, one 
bitter-end opponent of the proposed law said that the re­ 
quirement of taking an oath would cast suspicion on teach­ 
ers. and intimated that the oath somehow was an indignity. 
What nonsense— when every president, every governor, 
every legislator, and virtually all other public officials have 
been taking oaths for years; when every pupil recites the 
Pledge to the Flag almost daily; when every one of the 
millions of men and women who served in the military J Wing 
branches took their oaths upon being mustered in. 
W hat do the teachers want to do, that this proposed 
oath would interfere with? What is the fight about? 
That's simple to answer. The real issue isn’t the 
matter of freedom of thought— how is anyone, whether 
the Attorney General or the Court of Common Pleas of 
I )auphin County, or the appellate courts, going to tell what 
is really in the mind of an individual? Nor is the matter of 
instruction the actual consideration— nothing is more dif­ 
ficult to establish in a courtroom than exactly what it was 
a teacher or professor said in a classroom. 
The real issue is the matter of the educators affiliat­ 
ing themselves with red-front organizations, drives, arid 
pressure groups. 
That's where the rub comes. The instructors demand 
the "right” to join whatever they wish, whether or not it 
is working for the overthrow by violence of the govern­ 


m e n t , The authors of the law. on the other hand, believe 
lh.it any person who, first, draws an income from the 


P e o p l e ’s f r e e government, and second, who comes into a 
position of great influence over the unformed minds of the 
youth o f America, ought not to join subversive organiza­ 


t i o n s and ought to be prevented from doing so if they have 
not the good taste and patriotism to decline to do so of 
their own volition.
